tbe children of tbe city tbat the board 
of bealtb bas found It necessary to take 
acttou lu tbe matter, bolding a special 
meeting on Monday evening for tbat 
purpose. Tbe board voted that all tbe 
pupils lu the public aud parochial 
schools shall Immediately have their 
bands and feet examined by tne physi- 
cians of tbe board of health, and that 
any pupil who is absent from school 
for one day for any reason shall not be 
again admitted to the school until be 
bas been examined by the physicians 
of tbe board. Thin action was at once 
communicated lo the superintendent of 
schools and tbe phyeiclans are now 
making their examinations In tbe dif- 
ferent schools. 


The cases of scarlet fever have all. 


been of a very mild nature, but this 
fact makes it more difficult to check 


• tbe spread of the disease because it in 


not iu every instance readily recognized. 
The contagion has spread rapidly in tbe 
laat few weeks aud the board of health 
feels that It is necessary to take strin- 
gent measures to stop Us progress. 
There ia uo particular alarm felt, ou ac- 
count of the mildness of Ibe disease.

There was pub- 
lished a list of persons who were sup- 
posed to be petitioning for the division, 
and the list was a formidable one, con- 
taining tbe name* of tools of the moat 
prominent summer and permanent 
residents. When their names appeared 
however they almost fell over them- 
selves In their desire to contradict tbe 
statement tbat their name* appeared 
oo any paper asking for a division of 
the city. The denials were'eveti more 
amusing than tbe original atory aud 
the matter was laughed out of sight. 
Then Mr. Hamilton ordered his name 
stricken from the voting list In the 
city of Newport and hurriedly betook 
himself to New York, since which 
time there has been a very pronounced 
quiet until this week. 


Mr. Hamilton aov announces tbat 


he will Introduce luto the Legislature 
a bill providing for the division of 
Newport along the lines originally pro- 
posed. Therefore tbe bill will probably 
be introduced, but it has uo more 
chance of passing than there la of New- 
port withdrawing from the State of 
Rhode Islaud, or tbe State of Rhode 
Island from Ibe United States. Tbe 
entire city delegation from Newport 
would be strongly opposed to It, aud u 
tbe city delegation this year is of tbe 
same political faith as the dominant 
party In tbe Legislature their wishes 
will be con formed to.

roads of the country engaged in inter- 
state traffic as shall summarily and ef- 
fectively prevent the Imposition of un- 
just or unreasonable rates.

Include putting a complete stop to re- 
bate* In every shape and form. 


In my judgment, the most Important 


provision which such law should con- 
tain Is that conferring upon some com- 
petent administrative body the power 
to decide upon the case being brought 
before It, this decision to go into effect 
within a reasonable time and to obtain 
from thence onward, subject to review 
by the courts. 


All private car lines, Industrial roads, 


refrigerator 
charges and the like 


should be expressly put under the su- 
, pervlslon of the Interstate commerce 
commission or some similar body so 
far as rates and agreements practical- 
ly affecting rates are concerned. A re- 
bate In Icing charges or in mileage or In 


• a division of the rate for refrigerating 
charges Is just as pernicious as a re- 
bate In any other way. 


There should be publicity of the ac- 


counts of common carriers. Only In 
this way can violations or evasions of 
"the law be surely detected. 


I hope that an employers' liability 


law will be prepared aud enacted as 
speedily as-possible. 


The remedy is to regulate the pro- 


cedure In issuing injunctions in labor 
disputes Is by requiring the judge to 
give due notice to the adverse parties 
before granting the writ, the hearing 
-to be ex parte if the adverse party doej 
not appear at the time and place or- 
dered. What Is due notice must depend 
upon tbe facts of tbe case. 


I recommend an investigation, by the 


department of commerce and labor of 
general labor conditions, especial at- 
tention to be paid to the conditions of 
child labor and child labor legislation 
la the several states. 


The department of commerce and la- 


bor should also make a thorough Inves- 
• tlgatlon of the conditions of women in 
Industry. Over 5.000,000 American wo- 
men are now engaged In gainful occu- 
pations, yet there Is an almost complete 
dearth of data upon which to base any 
trustworthy conclusions as regards a 
subject as Important as It Is vast and 
•complicated. The Introduction of wo- 
men In Industry Is working change 
and disturbance In the domestic and 
social life of the nation. The decrease 
In marriage, and especially in the birth 
•rate, has been coincident with It. 


Recent events have emphaslxed the 


'Importance of an early and exhaustive 
consideration of the insurance qnestion, 
to see whether It is not possible to fur- 
nish better safeguards than the several 
atates have been able to furnish against 
corruption of the flagrant kind which 
has been exposed. 


It Is Impossible to outline what shape 


a readjustment of the revenues should 
take, for it is as yet too early to say 
Whether there will be need for It. It 
should be considered whether It is not 
desirable that the tariff laws should 
provide for applying as against or In 
favor of any other nation's maximum 
and minimum tariff rates established 
by the consress. so as to secure a cer- 
tain reciprocity of treatment between 
other nations and ourselves, 


t earnestly recommend to the con- 


gress the need of economy and, to this 


end, 
of rigid scrutiny of appropriations. 


Every consideration of prudence de- 


mands tbe addition of tbe element of 
elasticity to our currency syitem. In- 
flation rnnit he avoided, but some pro- 
vision should b* made that will Insure 
a larger volume of money during the 
fall and winter mouths than In the leas 
active seasons of the year, to that the 
currency will contract against specula- 
tion and will expand for the needs ol 
legitimate bnstnew.

The application for the writ, It Is said, 
will act as a stay of execution. Patrick 
waa returned to tbe death house at 
Bing Sing last night. 


The passing of sentence upon the 


lawyer, whose case baa been one of 
the most noted In criminal annals, fol- 
lowed a series of arguments by his 
counsel, who at first contended that 
the supreme court did not have Ju- 
risdiction to set a new date for the 
execution, the last stay In the case 
having been granted by the court of 
appeals, and later appealed that sen- 
tence to be deferred at least until tbe 
appeal to the higher court could be 
perfected. 
District Attorney Jerome 


opposed all the contentions of the de- 
fendant's counsel and moved for imme- 
diate action. 


Patrick listened twice yesterday af- 


ternoon to a rehearsal of all the details 
of his case by the district attorney. 
Once during the proceeding he had 
been asfced by Justice Rogers If he had 
anything to say before sentence should 
be passed upon him, and had remained 
silent under the direction of his law- 
yers. As the case neared a close Pat- 
rick arose unexpectedly aud pleaded 
to be heard. 


His action caused a stir In the crowd- 


ed courtroom, and the lawyers held a 
hurried 
consultation, 
while Patrick 


stood pale and anxious, awaiting the 
court's permission .to proceed. 
This 


permission finally was granted and 
Patrick spoke for nearly IS minute*. 
His voice, at first a bit husky, grew 
clearer as he proceeded, aud all In court 
listened attentively. 


Earlier In the afternoon Patrick had

Ask the average chlM whether 
he will bave houey aloue ou his bread 
or butter aloue, aud almost iuvarialily 
be will answer, "Honey." Yet seldom 
are tbe needs or tbe taste of the child 
properly consulted. The old man craves 
fat meat; tbe child loathes It. He 
wants sweets, not fat. He delight* to 
eat honey; it Is a wholesome food for 
him. and is not expensive. Why should 
he not have It? jHouey may be used to 
Rweeteu hot driuke, as coffee and tea. 
German honey-lea—A cup of hot water 
with one or two tablespoonfuls of ex- 
tracted honey—Is a pleasing aud whole- 
some drink.

Frott-Resistinjt Apples. 


The breeding of front-resisting varie- 


ties of (rults ha* become quite a fad 
with orcbardists, aud tbe method i* 
now so thoroughly understood that there 
appears to be but little uncertainty iu 
its successful application. The particu- 
lar experiment* referred to here are tbe 
breeding of a hardy apple for the Cau 
adiao-Morttaweat, work which has been 
undertaken by tbe government's ex< 
perlmeutal fsruis Iu that country. 


All of the Improved American varie- 


ties of apples bave failed or bave been 
killed by cold when grown In tbe Cana- 
dian Northwest.but tbe Siberian "crab'1 
apple ha* survived some fifteen years, 
fruiting abundantly. 


Unfortunately the fruit li very small 


aud is suitable ouly for making jelli**. 
It* flower* bave beeu cruse fertlllxed 
with pollen from some of the hardiest 
and btkt sorts of apples grown In On- 
tario, and from tbe seed tbus obtained 
seedliugs have beeu grown which are 
now old enough to bave fruited. Buch 
fruit is tuuch -larger than tbe crab aud 
is greatly Improved Iu quality, and the 
seedlings have proved capable of with- 
standing tbe severe Northern winters 


Some of these hybrids have beeu re- 


crossed with the iiolleu of apples pos- 
sessing a degree of bardiuetw combined 
with desirable flavor, iu the liopeofstill 
further Improving tbe appearance of 
tbe fruit. 
A considerable amount of I he stock 


of the several frost-iesistaut stocks bas 
beeu distributed iu different districts 
of the Northwest for practical demoii< 
stration.

"OLD IRONS DtS" 


Bonaparte Will Not Aisame'Any 


«Uniiutliori«ed Liberties" 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Secretary Bo- 


naparte received the following telegram 
from A. E. Flllibury, former attorney 
general of Massachusetts: "May 1 not 
say to meeting called to preserve 'Con- 
stitution' tbat su« will not b* de- 
stroyed?" 


Secretary Bonaparte'* attitude re- 


garding the fate of tbe historic old 
frigate ii outlined In this telegram 
which 4e sent lu reply: "Fate of Con- 
ititutiou in hands of congress. Per- 
sonally wish to see her arise like a 
phoenix, but am too loyal >to other con- 
stitution to take unauthorlxed liberties 
with this one." 


The excitement regarding the Con- 


stitution has been precipitated by a 
suggestion contained In Bonaparte's r*- 
port that, in view of the fact that only 
a few parts of tbe present Constitution 
can be identified as coming from the 
original ship of tbat name, they be 
taken out and preserved In a new 
armored cruiser of modern type to be 
called the Constitution. . He further 
suggested that the remainder of the 
present ship Constitution might appro- 
priately be given a maritime ending by 
setting her up us a target for the North 
Atlantic fleet at its annual record tar- 
get practice. 


Senator* In Bad Standing 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Following his 


message resigning the chairmanship of 
the senate committee on inter-oceanic 
canals, Senator Mitchell has tele- 
graphed Vice President Fairbanks that 
he does not care to be appointed on any 
committees. His action establishes a 
precedent in relation to the actiT* ser- 
vice of senators convicted of criminal 
offenses, which will be communicated 
to Senator Burton. Mitchell's request 
will be respected and he and Burton 
will be left off of all committees.
